New Municipal District Office . 

Is Big Improvement; Now in Use 


Building Defenses At School 


Although the exterior of the new 
municipal office la still uncom¬ 
pleted, work on the interior has 
progressed to such an extent that 
D. D. McQueen, secretary-treas¬ 
urer of the Municipal District of 
Vulcan No. 29 and his assistant, 
Miss Marjorie Mclver, have this 
week moved into their new office. 

The well-designed new building 
presents an appearance in keep¬ 
ing with the status of the M. D. 
ot Vulcan and its facilities are a 
great improvement over the old 
tin-covered building which served 
as an office for many years. 

The vestibule opens into a main 
office designed for the efficient 
conduct of the municipality’s bus¬ 
iness and a separate, smaller office 
for the secretary. Another large 
room off the main office is furn¬ 
ished as a council room for the 
holding of meetings. A small room 
off the main office will hold var¬ 
ious records and space has also 
been provided for an additional 
office for the use of auditors, dis¬ 
trict agriculturist, inspectors, etc. 
Two wash rooms are provided. 

The whole office is well lighted 
by windows, with fluorescent fixt¬ 
ures providing artificial light.’ The 
interior color scheme is white, 
with the lower part of the walls in 
light green plaster. Natural color 
woodwork is used throughout. The 
floor of Jhe general office is of 
rubber tile in alternate gray and 
white squares and the floors in the 
rest of the building are finished 
with green and white tile. 

The building is 32 x 46 feet in 
Size, with a full basement. Hot 
water heating is installed. The ex¬ 
terior will be finished with tap¬ 
estry brick and the attractive new 
building will add greatly to the ap¬ 
pearance of Vulcan’s main street 
when completed.

It is reported by Dr. A. D. Tomp¬ 
kins, chairman of the Vulcan Lions 
Club Christmas Seal Comifiittee. 
The objective for Vulcan and dist¬ 
rict is $1,500. 

Provincial total is $35,050 to¬ 
ward an objective of $155,000, ac¬ 
cording to C. Robert Dickey, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the Alberta Tu¬ 
berculosis Association. This rep¬ 
resents an increase of $1,250 over 
the same period in the 1948 cam¬ 
paign. Mr. Dickey said that the 
Association and tnq district com¬ 
mittees are hopeful that the in¬ 
creased objective will be reached, 
as it is most important that the 
Association be able to expand its 
case-finding programs through the 
Christmas Seal mobile X-ray un¬ 
its and through further grants to 
hospitals for tuberculin testing and 
X-raying of all patients admitted.

The’annual-meeting of the elect¬ 
ors of Subdivision Five was held in 
the Community Hall, Champion, on 
Nov. 25, at 2:00 p.m. Twepty-eight 
were present and four officials of 
the Board. Mr. A. J. Maisey was 
elected chairman. 

The Secretary-Treasurer, A. P. 
Grant, declared nominations open 
tor the position of Trustee for 
Subdivision Five for the term 1950- 
52 at 2:00 p.m. 

Mr. A. J. Maisey’s nomination 
was received at 2:00’p.m. 

Superintendent Korek reported 
on enrollment and staff, and sta¬ 
ted it was likely that another 
room would have to be provided 
for the public school In Champion 
next year, Mr. Korek gave a paper 
on ‘‘Security -Through Achieve¬ 
ment.” This was very much ap¬ 
preciated by those present. 

The Secretary-Treasurer’s Re¬ 
port for the first ten months of 
1949 was read and adopted as read 
on a motion by Mr. Vcrsluys and 
Mrs. Smith. 

Mr. A Ji Maisey reported on 
transportation ot pupils, costs of 
operation etc. There was a quest¬ 
ion about some high school pupil 
who had supposedly been refused 
transportation. Trustee Maisey 
explained the facts of the case and 
showed that the boy had not been 
refused transportation. Moved by 
Mrs. Versluys and Mrs. Smith that 
“This meeting recommend that the 
Department amend the Act to 
make Transportation to the High 
School, and High School Education 
a definite responaibility and obli¬ 
gation of all School Boards." Car¬ 
ried. 

There was some discussion re the 
lighting in some of the Champion 


rooms, and the need for another 
room. Trustee Maisey stated that 
some of the rooms had been rewir¬ 
ed and new lights put in but that 
it was not possible to do them all 
at once. 

There was some discussion re the 
age for pupils- entering school for 
the first time. Superintendent Kor¬ 
ek explained the regulations of the 
Board in this matter. 

There was some criticism,of last 
year's teaching staff for their non- 
co-operation about the annual 
Christmas concert. Vice-Chairman 
Morrison spoke on the matter and 
he stated that he hoped that the 
matter would be settled this year 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

Mrs. Smith brought up the ques¬ 
tion of moving in a school for a 
gymnasium. Mr. H. Gilbert stated 
that the newly formed Recreation¬ 
al Society was considering a pro¬ 
ject and he felt that the Board did 
not need to deal with the matter. 

Moved by Messrs. Munro and 
Versluys that a telegram be sent 
from this meeting to Mr. P. Daw- 
on, MLA and to Premier Manning, 
requesting the government to pay 
50% of the cost of education and 
pointing out the fact that the 
Macleod School Division gets only 
15% of the cost of operation. Car¬ 
ried. Mr. Munro offered to send 
the telegrams and to pay for them. 

Nomination of Bruce Alder, for 
trustee for Subdivision Fixe was 
receix-ed at 3:30 p.m. 

Nominations were closed at 4:00 
p.m. and the Secretary announced 
the two nominees and stated that 
an election would be held in Jan¬ 
uary. 


Blueprints of New 
School Addition Here 
Shown at Meeting 

About 20 ratepayers were pre¬ 
sent at the annual meeting of Sub¬ 
division No. 6 (Vulqan School 
District* of the Foothills School 
Division, held in the I.O.O.F. hall 
Monday afternoon Nov. 28. 

R. C. Munro was elected to act 
as chairmun of the meeting and 
John W. Donald, secretary of 
the Division, was named as secret¬ 
ary of the meeting. 

Trustee's Report 
The meeting opened with a short 
report given by C. E. Fulton, trus¬ 
tee for Sub-division No. 6. Another 
van route, to servx? the west and 
south of Vulcan, had been put into 
operation at the beginning of the 
school year, said Mr. Fulton, and 
was proving to be very satisfact¬ 
ory. A General Shop course has 
been added at the school as part of 
a circuit embracing Vulcan, Brant 
and Cayley and has proved very 
popular, with about 80 students 
taking the ..course. It is hoped to 
add Household Economics to the 
school courses as soon as a teacher 
is available. 

Plans and proeedings are under 
way to enlarge the present brick 
school at Vulcan by the addition 
of four ground floor classrooms 
and a science room, assembly room 
teachers room, library and lavat¬ 
ories In the basement. (The second 
set of blueprints for -the new add¬ 
ition were available at the meet¬ 
ing and were examined by many 
of those present). 

Mr. Fulton concluded his report 
with the observation that the rate¬ 
payers in general were well pleas¬ 
ed with the operation of the 
schools since the district was in¬ 
cluded in the Foothills Division. 

Financial Statement 
Secretary John W. Donald read 
the financial statement of the Div¬ 
ision for the period Jan. 1 to Oct. 
31, 1949, explaining each item 

where necessary. 

Receipts for the 10 month period 
amounted to $238,826 96. made up 
of cash _ on hand at Jan. 1 of $9. 
621.18, provincial grants $35,113.- 
50, taxes levied by municipalities 
$171,062.39, and the balance from 
miscellaneous receipts such as pro¬ 
perty sales, tuition fees, rents, re¬ 
payments of advances to van op¬ 
erators, etc. Estimated receipts for 
the full year of 1949 are $279,934.- 
44. 

Payments included $7,256.29 for 
administration (salaries, rents, of¬ 
fice supplies, etc.), $103,137.22 for 
instruction (teachers’ salaries, in¬ 
structional supplies, tuition and 
correspondence courses, etc.), $33.- 
'045.27 for operation (caretakers’ 
salaries and supplies, fuel, paint¬ 
ing and redecorating, repairs to 
buildings, insurance, etc.), $63,- 

942.44 for transportation of pupils 
and for payments on Vulcan de¬ 
bentures, and $23,027.63 for cap¬ 
ital expenditures such as teacher- 
ages and nexv equipment. This 
heading showed payments of $1,- 
242.27 for installing xvater and 
sewer in Vulcan schools and $14,- 

704.44 spent on the new divisional 
office building at High River. To¬ 
tal payments were $250,309.72 in¬ 
cluding $19,900.87 in advances to 
van operators for the purchase of 
new vans. 

Trust fund assets show $29.- 
881.52, held in trust for various 
school districts and $10,000.00 in a 
building and transportation reser- 
xe. It was explained that $20,000 
had been transferred from this 
building reserve this year to fin¬ 
ance the building of the new office 
at High River. 

Insurance of $287,395.00 is car¬ 
ried on buildings and 549.725 on 
equipment. At Vulcan. $40,000 in¬ 
surance is carried on the brick 
school, $15,000 on the stucco school 
and $7,000 on the old wooden 
school. 

The statement of assessed valu¬ 
ation and requisitions shows the 
total assessment of the collecting 
authorities (Municipal Districts of 
Vulcan, Biackie. High wood. Turner 
Valley, town of Vulcan and villages 
of Cayley and Biackie) to be $14, 
739,213.00 with requisitions and 
special levies totalling $230,313.26. 

Superintendent’s Report 
C. M. I-axerty, Divisional Super¬ 
intendent. gave a comprehensive 
reports

Big Wind Storm 
Causes Damage 

Saturday ■ night's wind storm 
played many minor pranks of all 
kind throughout the district, but 
at the Earl Erickson and Clayton 
Clarkson /arms it got in some of 
its more sinister work. At Erick¬ 
son's a 20 x 50 foot roof was lift¬ 
ed bodily from a machine shed and 
over an adjoining granary, and 
set down intact, while the roof 
of the granary was also tom off 
and it too, would have escaped da¬ 
mage had it not fallen on a corner 
post.

Alberta Paves 200 
Miles This Season 


TAVORiU 


More than 200 miles of hard sur¬ 
facing have been completed by the 
works during the current season, 
according to information received 
by officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association. 

This is a good sized slice of the 
$13,000,000 which the province has 
speht this year In improving the 
highways system. 

Preliminary operations for hard 
surfacing several other highways 
also were completed this year. 

A breakdown on the program 
outlays shows that in central and 
northern Alberta, $5,841,000 waa 
expended to build and improve 
highways, while $600,000 went to 
building and repairing bridges, and 
$1,830,000 was used for improving 
district and market roads. 

In the area south of Red Deer 
there was $3,185,000 spent on high¬ 
ways, $400,000 on bridges and ft, 
256,000 on district and market 
roads. 

Reports on the highway pro¬ 
gram this year will be among the 
subjects for discussion at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the A.M.A. in Ed¬ 
monton, Nov. 19.

The following statement which 
was recently issued by the Alberto 
Advisory Fertilizer Committee of¬ 
fers a sound comparison for liquid 
type and solid fertilizers. During 
the past few week attempts have 
been made to interest Alberta far¬ 
mers in the use of liquid' fertiliz¬ 
ers. >4 

The Alberta Advisory Fertilizer 
Committee advise that from the 
standpoint of cost of the fertilizing 
elements, Phosphorus, nitrogen and 
potash, the low analysis liquid fer¬ 
tilizers now advertised by some 
commercial concerns are about 30 
times as expensive as standard 
fertilizers. Farmers trying liquid 
fertiliser should do so on a small 
scale only, and in comparison with 
ordinary granular fertilizers. 

The Committee points out that 
tests to date at the Universities of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan have 
not shown any beneficial effect 
from the application of liquid fert¬ 
ilizers to seed grain of cereals. Or¬ 
dinary fertilizers used according to 
recommendations available from 
District Agriculturists usually give 
good yield increases. 

Comparison of costs and plant 
nutrients supplied by these two 
types of fertilizer are set forth 
in the tables below:

I cashed a Family Allowance 
cheque at my store and before I 
was able to make my deposit in 
the bank it was accidentally de¬ 
stroyed. Can It be replaced. 

STOREKEEPER 

ANSWER— 

Yes, you should notify the Dist¬ 
rict Treasury Officer in your Pro¬ 
vincial Capital giving the name of 
the original payee, the month of 
issue and the amount of the cheq¬ 
ue and he will advise you of the 
action necessary to receive a dup¬ 
licate. , 

QUESTION— 

I have been receiving Family Al¬ 
lowances on behalf of my two 
children but my husband wishes to 
discontinue receipt of these al¬ 
lowances for personal and religious 
reasons. Can I receive the allow¬ 
ance against my husband's wishes? 

MRS K. 

ANSWER— 

Yes, as the payee of Family Al¬ 
lowances is invariably the mother, 
if you notify your Family Allow¬ 
ances office in your Capitol City 
that you wish' to continue receiving 
Allowances they will continue to 
forward them to you until you 
yourself request their cancellation.- 
QUESTION— 

I have registered my new baby 
for Family Allowances early in the 
month. Will I receive the addition¬ 
al money on my regular cheque? 

EARLY BIRD 

ANSWER— 

As Family Allowance cheques 
are issued early in the month in 
order that delivery is made simult¬ 
aneously throughout the Province, 
you will not likely receive the ad¬ 
ditional amount until the follow¬ 
ing month when the double pay¬ 
ment may be included tot the child 
depending upon the date of regist¬ 
ration. 

QUESTION—

new one? 

ABSENT MINDED 

ANSWER— 

Whilst payees are requested to 
cash their cheques promptly, Fam¬ 
ily Allowance cheques are paya¬ 
ble at any time through a charter¬ 
ed bank. The date of its issue does- 


not invalidate it If you have any 
difficulty however in cashing It 
you should write the Regional Di¬ 
rector of Family Allowances In 
your Provincial Capitol who may 
provide you with a letter of auth¬ 
ority to enable you to cash the 
cheque. 

QUESTION— 

Recently I took a foster child in¬ 
to our home in order that he might 
go to school this wlqter. Are we 
entitled to draw Family Allow¬ 
ances for him. 

FOSTER MOTHER 

ANSWER-^ 

Yes, you should immediately ad¬ 
vise your Family Allowances Of¬ 
fice of the name and birth date of 
the child and the date he came 
into your custody and at the same 
time forward a completed Family 
Allowances registration form, the 
blank forms being obtainable at 
all Post Offices. 

QUESTION— 

My wife recently died leaving 
me with our young children. The 
Family Allowance cheque arrived 
after her death and was payable 
to her. May I cash this cheque or 
what should I do about it? 

FATHER 

answer— 

You should return the cheque to 
the Family Allowances Office and 
advise them of the date of your 
wife’s death and the fact that you 
are looking after the children; the 
cheque will then be cancelled and 
a new cheque issued to you In your 
own name.

Farmers ore Indeed priviliged to 
have the services of such an advis¬ 
or—without a penny of cost to 
themselves. Those who are inter¬ 
ested in bettering conditions could 
at least offer their whole-hearted 
co-operation to him in the various 
farm activities he <nsplres.
